Sometimes it will be 
caused by a radio program that i 
full of shooting and horror a movi 
of a type to stimulate a fear reaction 
Occasionally children have such re 
actions following' auto accidents o 
tonslletoniies. serious falls. 


Most psychologists believe that nigh 


terrors can b* controlled if the child 
Understands them. Usually, chlldrer 
hesitate to describe their dHetons be- 
cause of th* tear that adults \vt 
make f\in of them. If the child U, 
iwakened thoroughly, however, al- 
towed to r«t for a few minutes and 
ihen encouraged to talk freely abou 
lis fears, he will usually remember 
the causes and will describe the dream 
Which led to the night terror. II 
he nature of the dream is explain- 
ed to the child, he may lose some 
of his fear and distress. 


Children are milch more susceptible 
o suggestion than are adults. If 
>efore the child goes to bed. adults 
ndicate earnestly and will sleep quiet- 
y throughout the night, the effect 
on the child may be beneficial. 


Psychiatrists point out that some 
hildren do better if they try to sub- 
titute pleasant dreams for bad ones. 
H parents ask the child before going 
to bed what he would like to dream 
about and then suggest some plea- 
sant experience, the result may be 
satisfactory. Frequently, the telling of 
bedtime stories will result in plea- 
sant dreams. However, stories full of 
wicked witches and gobbling are not 
likely to yield a restful night. 


Night terrors occur particularly in 


children who do not like to go to 
sleep and who put up an argument be- 
fore going to bed. In such cases,.it 
is possible that terrors are a reaction 
of the child for being compelled to 
go to sleep.

Elbert Hubbard Achieved 


Fame for Hour's Job 


Elbert Hubbard 'has been described 


as "a combination of Barnum, Buffalo 
Bill, Mark Twain, Victor Hugo, Bob 
Ingersoll and Henry Ward Beecher." 
He appears all that in the lively bio- 
graphy., "Elbert Hubbard," by David 
Arnold Balch (Frederick A. Stokes 
52.50). Here is an interesting picture 
of 40 years ago and of the man who 
wrote "The Message to Garcia." How 
Hubbard happened to write his most 
famous bit is told 'briefly here: 


Father and son were discussing the 


recent Spanish-American'War and the 
various factors that had contributed 
to the Americans' quick and decisive 
victory. The boy, Bert, or Butch, told 
his father that he felt the real hero 
of the war was the man named Rowan, 
who had carried a message across the 
mountains and through the jungle 
of Cuba, from President McKinley to 
General Garcia, leader of the Cuban 
Insurgents . . . 
Hubbard was silent for an instant 
after Bert had sopken, and then he 
slapped the table. "By George!" he 
exclaimed, "I think the boy is right." 
He rose from the table. "Butch." he 
said, "you-ve given me an idea. I'm 
going to sit down now and write it 
while it's white-hot" 


Hubbard sat down, as he announced, 


and an hour later he arose, having 
written "A Message to Garcia." Yet, 
curiously enough, he attached no im- 
portance to its composition. It was 
just another piece for "The Philistine," 
the March.issue of which was about 
to go to press, and having "put it 
in the works," he forgot it
